IN EIGHT WEEKS 


Ann Arbor, Mich. Sept. 21 (/Pv—■ 
A sort of linguistic miracle is being 
accomplished here. Young, foreign 
students, with little or no back- 
grond in English, are achieving a 
fluency in eight weeks th at might , 
take as long as two years elsewhere, i 
This is being accomplished by the 
University 
of 
M ichigan’s 
English 
Language Institute. 
‘ T heres been as much advance 
in linguistic science in the last 15-20 
years," Dr. Charles F. Fries, director. 
says, "as there has been in the 
field 
of physics 
and 
atomic re- 
.search.” 
Dr. Frias says the whole program , 
rests on determ ination of the dif­ 


ference between the foreign lan­ 
guage and English. Different sen­ 
tence structure, different pronunci­ 
ation of the same letter and differ­ 
en t meanings of the same word 
provide the working area. Intense 
effort is then applied to eliminate 
"trouble spots." 
Proof of the system is th a t about 
tw o -thirds of the students are ready 
to hold their own in the English- 
speaking world after eight weeks. 
Each has a working vocabulary of 
about 1,800 words of usable English. 
Dr. Fries looks forward now to the 
39th institute session this fall. With

HK last ten years have l>een momentous ones for 
the entire world. They have presented a strangely 
conflicting picture. Perhaps the most important 
single element in the period has been that of 
change. The high walls that have separated nation 
from nation have disappeared. 
In the forward march of civilization, single nations or 
groups of nations have often been involved in a period of 
crisis. The past ten years have witnessed, for the first time, a 
l>eriod in which every nation of the world has been affected. 
The epidemic of change has girdled the globe. 
The basic struggle throughout our world has been an effort 
to retain the things that are fundamental and to permit the 
readjusting of our way of living to fit in a new day. This 
effort to separate the changeless from the changing has swept 
through all of the institutions built up in human experience. 
Experiment and experience are endeavoring to give us a 
better world w ithin which to live. 
The past ten years have been also a momentous period for 
our institutions of learning. 
Gettysburg College was founded as a Christian college. Its 
contributions to the world have sought to prepare its gradu­ 
ates with character, courage and Christian faith. Through 
117 years of history, the college has never deviated from the 
ideals which led to its birth. 


Striking Feature Is Physical Expansion 
Physical expansion has been one of the striking features 
of the last ten years. Our institution was established as a 
small college. It was felt that the size of a student body has 
a great deal to do with the spirit of the campus and the inti­ 
mate fellowship between the preceptors and the students. Our 
enrollment, a decade ago. had reached the high level of 650. 
It was thought, then, that the college would be fortunate to 
be able to maintain such an enrollment. Within the decade, 
came World War ll. after which there came a new high level 
of college enrollments throughout our land. 
Our country made promises in the direction of educational 
opportunities which everyone felt should lye honored. The 
fulfilling of the promise meant that our educational institu­ 
tions would have to re-design their enrollment objectives. 
Gettysburg College was one of the first to w holeheartedly en­ 
ter into the national program. Temporary dormitories were 
erected and the town of Gettysburg graciously cooperated 
in placing our returning veterans for their college work. 
Fortunately, the college had purchased the Winter estate, 
consisting of 50 acres, as an addition to its campus. This 
purchase came in exceedingly well at the time of the final 
Blue and Gray Reunion in 1938. During the war-training 
period, when the Air Corps unit was on our campus and it 
became necessary to expand our physical education program, 
the enlarged campus proved invaluable. 
Since the war, Die new tract of land has been greatly im­ 
proved and serves as the physical education center—helping 
to provide the college with athletic grounds for those who are 
not members of the regular squads who represent the college 
in intercollegiate contests. 
Within the past ten years, the college has completely 
renovated the campus. Every building on the campus has 
had to have its share of renovation.

Splendid Teaching Staff 
Gettysburg College was founded as a Christian college and 
is proud of its heritage. It has been careful in the expansion 
of its teaching staff to assure itself that every member repre­ 
sents the high spiritual traditions of the college. 
Notable changes have l**en made in the curriculum of the 
college. Every endeavor has l*»en made to revise our courses 
in Bible and Religion to make them more effective. The col­ 
lage has laid the foundation for the development of a D epart­ 
ment of Music. Public Speaking and Dramatic Arts an* re­ 
ceiving increased attention. 
In order to acquaint interested students with radio as a 
means of communication, the college has provided itself with 
a campus station. This is operated purely on a campus basis 
and provides the students with opportunities in the technical 
features as well as the voice features of radio. 


Pioneer In Two New’ Fields 
Gettysburg College is one of the pioneers in two important 
new fields. 
All freshmen are given a course in modern civilization and 
its origins. This course is designed to give the student a broad 
background of knowledge of the many priceless historic ex­ 
periences that have entered into and shaped civilization. In 
the sophomore year, a new course has been introduced on the 
great books of the world and their significance. The college 
has always sought to maintain fundamental values in the 
field of education. At the same time, it has sought to add such 
historic courses that fit one to live in modern life. 
One of the really great developments in our national life 
has been the establishment of the ROTC. In the ease of any 
military emergency, the country has the right to expect lead­ 
ership from college-trained men. I am personally very’ much 
opposed to a large standing army as something that is com­ 
pletely un-American. As a substitute, many thinking people 
recognized in World War I the fact that in times of peace, 
potential leadership should l>e provided with at least a mod­ 
icum of training so that, if and when an emergency arises, 
the country is provided with carefully selected and carefully 
trained officer material. World War II demonstrated the value 
of the ROTC as a national resource. 


Two Branches Open To Students 
Gettysburg College was one of the first institutions in the 
state to provide its facilities to the government for ROTC 
training. Within the last year, the ROTC has been divided 
into two branches— one for the Infantry and one for the Air 
Corps. Both of these are represented on our campus. Our 
students, at the present time, may enlist in either one of the 
two branches and, on graduation, receive a commission. 
Every effort has been made within the last ten years to 
provide the college with equipment for a much larger stu­ 
dent body. Just how large it will be is, of course, a question. 
There will, without a doubt, be some reduction following the 
conclusion of the GI program. Up until the present time, 
through the kindness and cooperation of the community of 
Gettysburg, we have been able to provide for our 1,250 stu­ 
dents. We shall be able to maintain that number for the 
present. 


Wants Smaller Enrollment 
It is my hope, after the present situation subsides, that 
the number of students enrolled, will be somewhat less than 
at the present time. 
Gettysburg College, in harmony with its origin, w’ill always 
seek to be a small college. It desires to provide the student 
with an atmosphere within which personal values will always 
be uppermost. Regardless of the number, it will seek to per­ 
petuate the small college spirit in its cordiality, fellowship 
and ideals. 
Gettysburg College is a Christian college. Its entire faculty 
will always be made up of Christian men and women. No 
mind is educated which has not been informed as to the 
fundamental importance of religion in the life of anyone who 
is to face the problems and vicissitudes of life. 


‘ ‘ World Needs Spirit Of Peace” 
College Opens 118th Year Thursday

We were unfortunate in having the beautiful Student 
Christian Association building partially destroyed by fire on 
November 2:1, 1946. While it seemed a tragedy at the time, it 
proved a blessing in disguise. The old building, so generously 
given to the campus by the Women’s League, was erected 
when the student body numbered 450. Its facilities w'ere 
totally inadequate for a student body of 1,250. 
In the rebuilding of the SCA, all of its facilities were 
doubled and greatly improved. It is able to serve the needs 
of the student body very much more satisfactorily in its 
present form. 


Graduates In Many Fields 
Gettysburg College is proud of the long succession of 
graduating classes which have become real contributors to 
the life of our age. It may be interesting to observe that the 
following tabulation reveals the high purposes which have 
always dominated our institution: 
1,030 Gettysburgians teach in elementary schools 
1,599 in the Ministry and 51 in mission fields 
1,625 in Business 
56 as College Presidents and 438 as College Teachers 
17 as Judges and 408 as Lawyers 
208 as Engineers 
199 as Scientists 
564 as Doctors and 68 as Dentists 
92 as Military Leaders 
2,002 in all other occupations 
I have never considered the future of Gettysburg College as 
thoroughly assured as at the present time. No type of institu­ 
tion has a greater contribution to make in the life of America’s 
tomorrow than our church-related colleges. As a college of the 
Lutheran Church, Gettysburg faces the future with complete 
faith. It will always seek to produce men and women who see 
straight, think straight, and live straight.

Tile college had originally plan­ 
ned a drive for funds among Lu- , 
theran churches in the area served 
bv the college as part of its Ex­ 
pansion fund. It was decided how­ 
ever to abandon a separate cam­ 
paign when the United Lutheran ! 
church program was announced, and 
the college thus will receive its 1 
donations to the Expansion fund as 
n lump amount from the huge over­ 
all drive of the church organization. 
The beginning of the college ex- ! 
pension program is the new women's { 
dormitory which is being constructed 
along North Washington street and I 
which mill be ready for occupancy 
September I. 1950 The dormitory 
nill be one of the finest in the east­ 
ern United States when it is com­ 
pleted. Doctor Hanson said today. 
Other buildings in the Expansion 
program will be completed as funds 
are available with the college not 
planning to go ahead until pledge* 
are paid in the various drive* to 
raise fund* for the construction.

College Cave 
Many Leaders 
In W ide Field 


Gettysburg College, like most of 
the older liberal arts college of the 
United States, was founded under 
church asupices. It is the oldest 
Lutheran college in America, its 
charter having been granted April 7, 
1832 One of the primary objects of 
its founders was to prepare young 
men for admission to the theological 
seminary 
already 
established 
in 
Gettysburg That purpose has never 
been forgotten: a number of the 
graduates of each year's class enter 
the ministry of the church. A ma­ 
jority of its faculty and students 
are Lutherans, but others are of al­ 
most every variety of religious faith. 
The name of the college was or­ 
iginally “Pennsylvania College of 
Gettysburg." The name was changed 
in 1921 to “Gettysburg College." 
In its earliest days, the college 
wa* housed in a single building, now 
used a* a private residence, at the 
corner of Washington and High 
streets. It received from the state a 
grant of *18.000, but had no en­ 
dowment. The first building erected 
on the present campus wa* Penn­ 
sylvania hall, the “Old Dorm.” The 
physical equipment of the college 
now 
includes 
twenty 
buildings, 
evaluated at *2.000,000; the student 
enrollment -baa increased from 63 
to more than 1,200, many of whom 


are veterans; the original staff of 
five professors has grown 
to a 
faculty of 60 teachers: enrollment 
in the Women s division is now more 
than two hundred. 
During the past 20 years, the re­ 
sources of the college have been 
increased by more than a million 
dollars In endowment and buildings. 
Among the buildings constructed 
within this period are the library, 
Breidenbaugh science hall, and the 
Eddie Plank memorial gymnasium. 
The 
educational 
services 
and 
academic reputation of Gettysburg 
college have kept pace with Its 
material progress. It is fully ac­ 
credited by the Association of Amer­ 
ican Universities, by the Department 
of Public Instruction of Pennsyl­ 
vania. by the Board of Regent* of 
the state of New York, and by the 
Association of Colleges and Second­ 
ary Schools of the Middle States 
and Maryland Since 1923, the col­ 
lege ha* had a chapter of Phi Beta 
Kappa. 
Gettysburg college ha* contribut­ 
ed leaders In many occupations to 
American society. A recent study 
revealed that among the graduates 
of the college are more than 1.600 
preachers and missionaries of the 
Christian 
religion; 
approximately 
1.200 
elementary 
and 
secondary 
school teachers. 450 college teachers 
and 58 college president*; 408 law­ 
yers and 17 Judge*; 564 doctors and 
68 dentists; 206 engineers and 199 
scientists; more than 1,800 business I 
men and more than 2.000 graduate* 
in other occupations. 


IOO In Service 
Almost IOO Gettysburg graduates 
are serving their country as mili­ 
tary leaders. During World War II 
more than 75 per cent of the 1,400 
alumni in the armed service* were 
commissioned officers. One reason 
for the distinction of it* graduates 
in the armed .service is that Get­ 
tysburg has the oldest ROTC unit 
in a private college. 
Since Its establishment in 1916, 
the ROTC at Gettysburg, in addition 
to providing basic military training 
for more than 2,000 students, has 
granted commissions in the Reserve , 
to in excess of 400 students who 
have completed the advanced course. 
For two years of the war period. 
Gettysburg college served as a pre- I 
liminary training school for Army

a sufficient number of educated men 
trained 
in 
military 
science 
and 
tactics, to lead, intelligently, the 
large civilian army upon which the 
safety cf this country would depend 
Furnish War leaders 
Leaders 
were 
furnished 
for 
World War I. as well as World War 
II Perhaps General Keller Hockey 
of the Marine corps and General 
W.lloughby of the Army should be 
mentioned as two of the World War 
I group taught al Gettysburg col­ 
lage who have served their country 
long and faithfully and through two 
wars. Chaplains as well as line offi­ 
cers gave their services in the war 
for survival of democracy.** 
The ROTC was reorganised here 
under the National Defense act of 
J920 which provided a basic and an 
advanced course and payment to 
the advanced course Jtudents. Grad­ 
uates of the advanced courses are 
commissioned as second lieutenants 
In the Reserve corps 
ROTC training was resumed at 
Gettysburg college after World War 
II and the organization grew from 
42 student* in 1946 to 186 in 1947 
and 256 In 1948 It is even larger 
this year. 
Have Two Unit* Here 
With the unification of the serv­ 
ices. effective July I. 1949. at which 
time the Air Force assumed an equal 
position with the Army and Navy, 
the college ROTC was set up with 
two equal units, an Army unit and 
an Air unit AU instructor 
for the unit* are furnished by the 
federal government 
Currently assigned to Gettysburg 
college as instructors are; Colonel 
McKenney.

Colonel McKenney pointed out to­ 
day that the genesis of ROTC oc­ 
curred in 1819. In that year Alden 
Partridge, a former superintendent 


of the United States Military Acad­ 
emy. founded the American Iuterary. 
Scientific and Military Academy at 
Northfield. Va. That institution be­ 
came the first school at which mili- 
tary studies were part of the curric­ 
ulum 
Military Schools 
From 1819 until the Civil war a 
number of military schools and col­ 
leges such as lafayette. Virginia 
Military Institute, the Citadel, Kem­ 
per. Oak Ridge and Marion Institute 
were founded. All are now repre­ 
sented in the ROTC system. 
The real beginning of the ROTC 
occurred in 1862 when Representa­ 
tive Justin Morril introduced in Con­ 
gress an act that provided grants 
of land lo colleges at which "the 
leading subject shall be. without ex­ 
cluding other scientific and classical 
studies and including military tac­ 
tics. to teach such branches of learn- ! 
mg as are related to agriculture and 
mechanic art.” The bill passed and 
the “land-grant" colleges included 
in their curriculum military studio*. 
At first the federal government 
provided no particular assistance in 
regard to military instructors and 
equipment. Between 1870 and 18880 
several acts were passed authorizing 
the detail of personnel and the loan 
of equipment to institutions of this 
type 
Pershing Headed Unit 
In 1888 similar authorization was 
granted for institutions not of the 
land-grant 
family 
and 
including 
public high schools. 
The value of the classes was 
brought home in the Spanish-Amer­ 
ican war The entire corps of cadet* 
of the college where then 1st. Lt. 
John J. Pershing had been military 
professor of military science and 
tactics, in 1892. organized itself into | 
the First Nebraska Volunteer In­ 
fantry. 
In 1916 the national defense act 
provided for organization of the 
Reserve Officers Training Corps. In 
June 1920, 190 graduates, the first 
group of officers produced by ROTC, 
received their commission*. By 1941, 
the ROTC had developed approxi­ 
mately 120,000 reserve officers and

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Women s League Has Raised 
More Than $200,000 Since 
It W as Founded 3 8 Years Ago 


Almost unique among college or­ 
ganizations is the Women’s League 
of Gettysburg college, a devoted 
group of approximately 4 000 wom­ 
en who are interested in the col­ 
lege and have shown their interest 
by raising large sums of money for 
development of the institution dur­ 
ing the past years. 
Unlike mast college organizations 
which are confined to alumnae, or 
persons connected with tile colleges 
in some way. the membership in the 
Women’ league is open to any wom­ 
an who might be interested in the 
welfare of the college—particularly 
in the development of Christian 
citizens through the activities of 
the Student Christian association ai 
the college and through the teach­ 
ing and spirit of the college itself 
As part of their activities the 
women have raised more than $46.- 
000 during the past four years, and 
the total of their gifts since the 
league was established 38 years ago 
is w-ell over $200,000 
Fund For Music Department 
Mrs. J. Gould Wickev. president of 
the Women’s General League, pornos 
out that "the wnrg has been car­ 
ried on by the devoted efforts of 
a relatively few women. When the 
organization was founded 38 years 
ago it had sever, leagues and 476 
members, and it was to a large ex­ 
tent fhrough their constant work 
that much of the money was raised 
and the number of leagues and the 
tremendous increase in membership 
has been possible " 
Ninety-eight of the women raised 
$9,800 during the past four year? to 
provide for refurnishing of the two 
women’s division dormitories at the 
college 
In the meantime the re­ 
mainder of the group worked to 
build a $50,000 fund over a period 
of years for the establishment of a

Czechs as a gift by special order of 
Stalin. Henceforth, every year the 
Cf>mmunist-eontroUed 
Czech

ernm ent holds a “thank you" festi­ 
val.

The Germans built 
It to produce synthetic gasoline at 
any price.
